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N ew O r le a n s , December 6th.—It took a 
long w hile fur the fam ily to partially re­ 
cover from the terrrible shock occasioned 
by the death of Jeff. Davis, although it had 
been so long expected. 
Farrar sent dis­ 
patches to Miss W innie Davis, who is in 
Paris w ith Mrs. Pulitzer : to Davis' son-in- 
law in Colorado City, and he also notified 
■Governor Lowry of Mississippi. 
Mrs. Hayes, Davis’ daughter, was due 
here yesterday, but was detained last night 
at F ort W orth. She is not expected to be 
in the city until Saturday. 
Judge i ’inner and F arrar have the aflairs 
of the dead m an in hand, but the latter 
said last night that they would not 'ake 
any steps looking to the funeral until they 
had held a consultation w ith Mrs. Davis, 
who is at present too m uch grieved to be 
approached on the subject. 
F arrar states that he did not know but 
that Mrs. Davis received some final wish 
from her husband regarding the place of 
burial. 
Mrs 
Davis bad not intim ated 
where she desired the interm ent to be 
made. 
M ayor Shakespeare issued a proclama­ 
tion announcing Davis’ death, and inviting 
the Presidents of the various Exchanges 
and commercial bodies, and a num ber of 
prom inent citizens, to meet at the City 
H all and m ake proper arrangements for 
the funeral. The Mayor says: 
"It is with 
th e deepest regret that I announce to the 
people of the city of New Orleans the de­ 
parture from this life of Jefferson Davis. 
H e needs no eulogy from me. His life is 
his history, and i is m em ory is enshriDed 
in the heart of every m an, woman and 
child in this broad South. 
We all loved 
him , and all owe him him honor and re­ 
verence.” 
Jefferson Davis was born in Kentucky 
June 3,1803. 
W hen a child his father re­ 
moved to Mississippi, and he was placed 
in the Transylvania College, Kentucky, to 
receive his education. 
H e left the college 
in 1824 and entered W est Point, from 
w hich he graduated four years later, and 
was placed on the list of Second Lieuten­ 
ants. 
H e served in the arm y for seven 
years, during which he distinguished him ­ 
self in several Indian outbreaks. Resign­ 
ing his commission in 1833, he returned to 
Mississippi and married the daughter of 
General Taylor, and became 
a 
cotton 
planter, an occupation he pursued until 
1843, when he interested him self in politics 
as a Democrat and took a prom inent part 
in the Polk and Dallas campaign. He was 
returned by his State 10 Congress in 1845, 
and assisted in the debates on the “Tariff," 
the “Oregon Question,” “M ilitary Allairs" 
and upon the preparations for the Mexi­ 
can war. 
Upon the breaking out of this 
war he was elected Colonel of the Missis­ 
sippi regim ent of volunteers and im m edi­ 
ately resigned his seat in Congress and pro­ 
ceeded to join the army of General Taylor 
on the Rio Grande. H e was engaged at 
the storm ing of Monterey, was one of the 
Commissioners appointed to arrange the 
capitulation of that city and greatly dis­ 
tinguished him self at the battle of Buena 
Vista, on which occasion he was compli­ 
m ented in the official dispatches. 
In 1847 he was elected Senator for Mis­ 
sissippi; in 1850 he became Chairm an of 
the Committee on M ilitary Affairs, and he 
again distinguished him self by the energy 
which he displayed in defending slavery 
and by bis zealous advocacy of State rights. 
H e resigned his seat in the Senate in 1851 
to undertake a personal canvass for F rank­ 
lin Pierce. 
On the latter being elected he 
appointed Mr. Davis Secretary of W ar. As 
Secretary he introduced a num ber of im ­ 
portant reforms into his departm ent and 
the m ilitary service generally. 
H e retired 
w hen President Buchanan ascended, and 
was again elected to the Senate from Mis­ 
sissippi. 
The election of President Lincoln in 1860 
aDd the secession movement caused him to 
withdraw and return to his State. On Feb­ 
ruary 4,1861, after the secession movement 
had assumed shape and form, he was 
chosen President of the Confederate States 
and was inaugura e I on February 22d of 
the same year. In 1862 he was re-elected 
for six years. 
After the fall of Richm ond President 
Davis, who endeavored to m ake his escape, 
was captured at Irwinsville, Ga., on May 
10,1865, and was held a prisoner at Fort­ 
ress Monroe for two years aw aiting trial. 
H e was released on bail in the sum m er of 
1867, and included in the general am nesty 
of December 25, 1868. 
After his release he visited Canada and 
Europe, and on his return he took up his 
residence at Memphis, Tenn. 
In 1869, Mrs. Dorsey of Beavcir, Miss., 
bequeathed her estate to Mr. Davis, and 
since then he has spent the greater portion 
of his tim e there, devoting a great deal of 
it to literary pursuits.

LOST HIS RIGHT TO RESPECT. 
W a s h in g to n , December 6th.—The news 
of Jefferson Davis' death was received here 
to-day with sorrow by Southerners and 
with unconcern by Northerners.

E. V. M ur­ 
phy, the official stenographer of the Senate, 
was a boy ju st beginning shorthand work 
during the latter part^of Mr. Davis’ politi­ 
cal career under the National Government. 
H e remembers Mr. Davis well and speaks 
oí him very highly. 
“ He was,” said Mr. M urphy, “ a nervous, 
energetic speaker and very impressive. He 
spoke rapidly and forcibly and as if he wa3 
thoroughly in earnest. This earnestness 
and force m ade him highly effective. He 
was a leading m an in the Senate and gave 
every one who saw him the impression 
that he was a born leader.

W a s h in g to n , December 6th.— Senator 
Reagan, ex-Postmaster-General of the Con­ 
federacy, was seen at the telegraph office 
this afternoon just as he was sending a tele­ 
gram of condolence to the family of Davis. 
He said the principal motive which actu­ 
ated Davis in going into the rebellion was 
to secure a Government th at should be 
friendly to the people. He was an intense 
believer in the doctrine that States should 
control absolutely their domestic affairs, 
and the General Government had no power 
or authority to act outside of m atters spec­ 
ially delegated to it. 
“W ill his death affect in any way the 
sentim ent in favor of accepting the results 
of the war as final ?” 
Not at all. 
W hy, Mr. Davis him self al­ 
ways urged the fullest acceptance of the 
present condition of affairs.” 
" Why did he not ask to have his dis­ 
abilities removed ?” 
Because he did not feel he had done 
anything which required him to ask aDy 
m an’s pardon. H e had done his duty as 
he had conscientiously seen it. and he had 
no apologies to m ake therefor.” 
Postmaster-General W anam aker said: 
The passing away of Jefferson Davis 
shuts from view the last great land-m ark 
of the terrible war. If it could end all the 
diversions of strife a new day of peace and 
prosperity would dawn upon the land.” 
Ex-Attorney-General Garland believed 
when Davis' whole life and character were 
considered and analyzed in an unclouded 
atm osphere by cool and dispassionate peo­ 
ple, he will bold a very high place in his­ 
tory. 
MEETING OF MISSISSIPPIANS. 


W a s h in g to n , December 6th.—A meeting 
of the prom inent M ississippiansnow in the 
city was held here this afternoon to take 
action on the death of Jefferson Davis. 
Among those present were Justice Lamar 
and the entire Mississippi delegation in 
Congress, including Senators W althail and 
George. 
Lengthy resolutions of sym pathy and 
affection were adopted and telegraphed to 
Mrs. Davis at New Orleans.

C h ic a g o , DecemberOth.—Hynes resumed 
his argument on behalf of the prosecution 
in the Cronin trial this morning, devoting 
his rem arks especially to showing that 
Begg was a defender "of th - trhngle and 
therefore ready to think ill of Cronin. 
He dwelt on the scene in the Carlson cot­ 
tage, and continued : “Gentlemen of the 
jury, this savagery and brutality is palmed 
off on you as patriotism. 
Mauy and many 
a hot Irish act had brought calamity, suf­ 
fering and sham e to the lace of the Irish 
people, but in all their history in the past, 
and in all the history they can m ake in the 
future, this will stand out as the one con­ 
spicuous 
m onum ent of shame against 
them , and upon the reputation and charac­ 
ter and honorable generosity of the race.” 
H ynes graphically pictured the finding 
of the corpse, and" said that the finding 
upon it of the Agnus Dpi, an emblem of 
his faith and religion, indicates one thing, 
that the man who killed Cronin had the 
same faith for the emblem they found 
around the neck of the m an they murdered. 
Vividly describing the supposed action of 
the murderers after disposing of the body, 
Hynes scored O'SullivaD. and wondered 
whether, when he went to bed at night, did 
that ghastly picture of his dead friend, 
head-foremost in the sewer, his head beaten 
and battered with the blows that struck his 
life out, haunt him? Did the horror of that 
scene ever stir his soul to one m om ent 
of repentance? 
Speaking of Burke's flight, Hynes re­ 
ferred his triangle of aliases in honor of 
the triangle whom he was serving. 
He 
then denounced the war on defenseless 
men and women in Great Britain, and 
charged upon the triangle the sending of 
dupes to English prisons, that embezzle­ 
m ent m ight be concealed. 
At the afternoon session Mr. Foster ad­ 
dressed the jury on behalf of Beggs. 
He 
denounced the m urder of Cronin as the 
most atrocious and cold blooded ever per­ 
petrated, but warned them not to let an 
innocent m an suffer for it. Alluding to 
the large force and power of the Slate’s At­ 
torney's office, Mr. Foster said the prose­ 
cution was not satisfied with tne ability of 
the State s Attorney and his assistants, so 
they engaged three or four of the most 
able counsel in Chicago, men whose ability 
to sway juries by their eloquence is well 
known, to assist them in this case. 
Foster said he had an unpleasant duty 
to perform because of certain expressions 
of his client during Cronin's life. 
“The 
m an 
who 
supposes 
that Dr. Cronin 
while here upon earth was an angel in dis­ 
guise, is very much m istaken," said he. 
"W hether or not the Clan-na-Gael is an 
evil organization, whose purpose was to 
send dynam iters to England, the most 
active m em ber in farthering the object of 
that society, whatever it was, was Dr. 
Cronin." 
The State's A ttorney objected to this, 
and said he wanted to prove that Cronin 
was expelled because he had exposed the 
dynam ite policy, and there was opposition 
to it at the time. 
Foster then spoke of Beggs’ open actions 
in the furnishing of the correspondence 
with Spelman to the State, etc. It was 
evident, Beggs said, Cronin had no busi­ 
ness to be on the committee to try the tri­ 
angle. 
It was at a tim e when Cronin was 
prejudiced against Alexander 
Sullivan, 
who had caused his expulsion from the 
order. Cronin was an agitator, an organ­ 
izer of rival camps and had publicly de­ 
nounced the triangle, yet he was selected to 
act in a triple capacity of witness, counsel 
and Judge to try that body. Foster bad 
not concluded when the Court adjourned.

P r e lim in a ry S tep s for a U nion o f In te r ­ 
e st—T h e T a riff Q u estion . 
St. Louis. December 6th.—This m orning 
Powderly, W right and Beaumont, repre­ 
senting the Knights of Labor met the de­ 
mands of the committee of the Farm ers’ 
and Laborers’ Union, and the basis of the 
federation was agreed upon. It was agreed 
that the farmers appoint a Legislative Com­ 
m ittee of two in conjunction with the Leg­ 
islative Commiitee at W ashington, to se­ 
cure legislation in accordance w ith the 
views of both bodies. 
The officers of the two organizations 
will form a Central Council. Various farm 
era of the bodies have agreed upon a plan 
of consolidation, which will, as soon as the 
necessary references can be had to various 
State 
organizations, result in 
bringin_ 
about an absolute union. 
It is probable 
that in tim e the Knights will also join the 
farmers in an actual union. 
The N ational Farm ers’ Alliance adopted 
a long series of resolutions favoring woman 
suffrage, the reservation of public land for 
actual settlers against the acquisition of 
land by aliens, for a rigid enforcement of 
the law against railroad corporations not 
complying with their contracts as to the 
disposition of lands, calling for the free 
coinage of gold and silver, favoring the 
pavm ent of the public debt as rapidly as 
possible, reiterating the argum ent sgalnst 
the National Bank system, and favoring 
the greenback doctrine. Taxes on real es 
tate. mortgages and grades on income tax 
are demanded; the liquor traffic is opposed 
in all forms: the deep harbor on the Gulf 
coast is indorsed; recommending Congress 
to compel the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific railroads to pay their debts, and ob­ 
jecting to any further extension of time. 
The Australian system of voting is enthusi­ 
astically indorsed. This resolution on the 
tariff follow s: 
Resolved, That we favor such revision and re­ 
duction of the tariff that taxes may rest as 
lightly as possible upon productive labor, and 
that its burdens may be imposed upon the lux­ 
uries and removed Horn the necessaries of life, 
and in a manner which will prevent continual 
accumulations of the United ¡states Treasury 
surplus.

Jam es U . B lodgttt, A. M., of Rockford. Illi­ 
nois. a gentlem an ol long experience in educa­ 
tional work and in public affairs, lias been ap­ 
pointed a special agent for the collection of sta­ 
tistics of education for th e U ited states. 
Public schools are so related to systems of 
public record th at th eir statistics are obtainable 
through established m ethods. 
Incorporated private schools have a place In 
public records. 
Parochial schools generally render stated re ­ 
ports to some controlling body. 
Unincorporated private schools form a con­ 
siderable elem ent ot usefulness hitherto u n ­ 
m easured. It is desirable to g ather reports of 
the num ber of teachers and pupils in sucn 
schools, w ithout troubling them for the finan­ 
cia: statem ents th a t schools supported by public 
funds owe to th e taxpayers. 
The enum erators of "population w ill report 
each person w to has attended school w ithin 
the year, and w hether at a public or at a private 
school; and, for all persons ten years of age ai.d 
over, those who can read and w rite. This will 
be m ore th an bRS been done heretofore. O ther 
educational statistics m ust be reached by differ­ 
ent m ethods, in w hich everyone interested m ay 
render some aid. 
Any lists of private schools, no m atter how 
brief, or nam es of single schools, no m atter how 
hum ble, open in any part of the present school 
year, w ith the address ot the principal teacher 
of each, w ill be of assistance to this office.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE TOMATO IN 
THIS COUNTRY. 


Prof. M eehan on Success In Transplant­ 
ing—Blanching Celery—General 
Farm Notes. 


The tomato (Lycopersicum eseulentum) is a 
native of South America. It was intro­ 
duced into England in 1596, where it was 
grown for ornamental and medicinal pur­ 
poses, as the “love apple.” Parkinson, in 
1629, first speaks of its being used as a 
food in the hotter parts of South America. 
Italy was the first of the European coun­ 
tries to use it as a vegetable, but it was 
followed by France and England, though, 
as the climate of the latter country is not 
favorable for its outdoor culture, it is 
grown under glass. As late as about fifty 
years ago, there were only four varieties 
cultivated in the United States, viz., two 
with cherry-like fruit, one red, the other 
yellow, and two with small pear-shaped 
fruits of similar color. Most of the lus­ 
cious varieties which now grace our tables 
are introductions of quite recent date, and 
there still remain examples of the unrea­ 
sonable prejudice, which for so many years 
retarded the improvement and general use 
of the tomato. At first the fruit was only 
eaten generally after having been pickled 
or preserved, but it has gradually risen in 
public estimation, till at the present time 
it has such considerable importance, not 
only for use in the raw state, but for can­ 
ning, catsup, etc., that many thousands of 
acres are devoted to its culture. 
The tomato is so peculiarly adapted to 
growth in California that on many of the 
foothill slopes of Los Angeles, Ventura 
and Santa Barbara counties, it has become 
naturalized, and acres of them may be 
seen growing luxuriantly, though the 
plants receive no culture, and frequently 
no water, except through the atmosphere, 
from the germination of the seed till their 
death. Though these wild plants retain 
their vigor and size, the fruits have all 
returned to their original cherry forms, 
retaining, however, a most luscious flavor. 
Tomato culture has not received the at­ 
tention in California that its importance 
merits, and in consequence our store 
shelves are loaded down with Eastern 
canned and bottled goods, while good, 
fresh tomatoes frequently come so high in 
our retail markets that many are debarred 
from using them. 
The type of tomato at 
C 
resent sought alter, grows on a stout, 
ushy plant, which ripens early in abun­ 
dance of medium-sized, bright red, pur­ 
plish or yellow fruit, with small seeds, 
thin, smooth skin, and symmetrical out­ 
line. As no material advancement has 
been made in varieties for several years, 
it has been thought that perfection had 
been reached, but this is doubtful. 
The seed should be saved from the fin­ 
est specimens, growing on vines of good 
habit, and which have produced only l'ruit 
of regular size and symmetrical outline. 
Great care should be taken to keep the 
seed in a perfectly dry place, as they are 
very susceptible to moisture. After the 
seeds have gone through the winter season 
in the wild state, I have calculated that 
only one in 2,000 germinates, while under 
cultivation at least 85 per cent, would 
grow. The seeds may be planted almost 
any time during the winter or early 
spring, in prepared sheltered beds or 
frames, according to the locality. Scatter 
them broadcast, cover lightly and keep the 
soil moist, not wet. When the second 
leaves develop, pick off the plants into 
shallow flats, with room for fifty or one 
hundred plants in each. These can read­ 
ily be carried and distributed about the 
field when ready for planting. The vari­ 
eties most generally grown in California 
are the Trophy, Early Conqueror and 
Livingstone’s varieties, Perfection, Favor­ 
ite and Beauty. The ground should be 
thoroughly prepared, flat or ridged, with 
sufficient room allowed for horse cultiva­ 
tion. It should not be too rich, or vines 
will be produced at the sacrifice of the 
fruit. I have been the most successful 
when setting the plants firmly with water 
in the evening or on cloudy days, and 
have had the best success when planting 
was done on the sides of double furrowed 
ridges. 
. 
. 
Irrigation is only advised in extreme 
cases, as ordinarily, intelligent cultivation 
will be all sufficient. 
If, however, irriga­ 
tion has been once commenced, it must be 
kept up to get the best results. The 
warmer and drier the soil, within reason, 
the quicker the fruit will ripen. Bright 
red is the color most preferred for market­ 
ing purposes. 
The greatest care is neces­ 
sary in picking and packing. In removing 
the fruit from the vines, it should, for the 
home market or for canning, be well col­ 
ored ; for distant markets, the diffuse color 
should just be discernible. In any case 
they should not be bruised or injured at 
the stem. For any market they should 
be carefully assoited in size and color, and 
packed with the apex outward in small 
boxes. For home use it is well to train 
the vines upon low, slanting trellises. To­ 
matoes can readily be grown from cuttings 
when kept close with bottom heat. Some­ 
times Chinese gardeners in the southern 
counties, on the approach of frost, cut off 
the vines and cover up the stubs with old 
sacks until all danger _ from cold has 
passed. It is well to nip out the top of 
the plants before blooming, to make them 
stout, and perhaps by retarding their 
vigor, produce fruit sooner.—Essay pre­ 
pared by Emory E. Smith for State Board 
of Horticulture. 
SUCCESS IN TRANSPLANTING. 
The following notes on transplanting by 
Professor Thomas Meehan, of German­ 
town, Pa., in Country Gentlemen,are worthy 
of careful thought: 
“Few stop to consider that a tree trans­ 
planted is very little more than a cutting. 
The roots we take with the tree are not of 
great importance in themselves. Roots 
once formed, draw in moisture to some ex­ 
tent. A cutting without any roots at all 
put into a bottle of water will draw in 
water to some extent, but this is only 
when in direct contact with water, and it 
does not last long as a general thing. In 
the ground it is a diflerent affair. There 
is no water there but moist air only, and 
the water, or juices in the plant, must be 
taken into the nlant by root-hairs, which 
form the liquid out of this moist air. 
These root-hairs are only on the tips of 
the growing roots, so that we want a 
growth of these white, hair-tipped fibers 
as fast as possible to insure any great meas­ 
ure of success in transplanting. The big­ 
gest mass of fibrous roots we can imagine 
to anv tree is of no material consequence, 
unless it throws out at once young white 
fibers with root-hairs. Indeed some won­ 
derment is often indulged in that trees 
with immense masses of fibrous roots die, 
while miserably rooted things seem to live. 
It is no uncommon event that trees with 
matted roots are the first to die. It is 
often more difficult to get earth m among 
a mass of fibers, than where the mass is 
flunner. The new root fibers do not push 
well unle-is in immediate contact with 
earth, and moist earth, too, it most be. 
Experience shows that these new fibers 
push out more rapidly in August and Sep­ 
tember than in any other time of the year 
in our locality.” 
bla n ch in g celery. 
Manv methods of blanching celery have 
been tried, but there seems to be » ensp 
delicacy of flavor only obtained bv a gen­ 
erous banking with earth. Previous to 
banking it is customary to tie the stalks in 
a compact bunch; the earth is then P^f^ed 
as high around the stalks as is deemed ad­ 
visable. This simple plan blanches the 


celery all right, but often the stalks are 
crooked in tying, the celery stained or en­ 
tered and nibbled by earth worms if the 
season is damp. A simple way to remedy 
these evils is to take strips of straw paper 
ten to twelve inches wide and wrap each 
stalk in place of tying. A trowelful of 
earth will hold the paper in place until a 
row la finished, when the banking can be 
done. The plants when wrapped should 
be about fourteen inches high, and the 
earth should be drawn up nearly to the 
top of the paper. The base of the hill 
should be left broad, so that more earth 
can be drawn up if necessary.—California 
Fruit Grower. 
GENERAL FARM NOTES. 
Remember that an animal may be fat 
and yet be starved. Fattening food will 
not give the bones and muscles what they 
absolutely require. 
Have a clean floor on which to feed the 
swine. A hog does not like to eat in filth, 
and it does not improve the pork to com­ 
pel him to do it, either. 
Whenever you find a man’s name on a 
package of fruit that is invariably hon­ 
estly packed, that name will be worth a 
good deal of money to its owner. 
The fruit that has to be kept through 
the winter should be put away carefully, 
aud then carefully watched all through 
the winter that that which decays may be 
removed. 
If you happen to have a furnace in the 
house, you will not be able to keep apples 
in the same room with the furnace. Ap­ 
ples must not be kept in too high a tem­ 
perature. 
Stephen Powers calls attention in the 
Ohio Farmer to the value of wheat bran as a 
remedy for scours in lambs, and it is a fact 
that it is one of the very best remedies. 
Feed it dry. 
It does not necessarily require a large 
farm to carry a profitable flock of sheep. 
Suit the flock to the farm. There is no 
profit in trying to carry more than the 
farm is able to. 
It will add to the appearance of the yard 
and garden if all the dead plants are pulled 
up and burned, or other disposal made of 
them, with a view of getting them out of 
the way and out of sight. 
If vou have a nice thoroughbred calf and 
turn it out to hump itself in the corner of 
the fence, in the storms and cold, next 
spring you will say: “This talk about a 
thoroughbred being better than a scrub is 
all bosh.” 
Now is a good time to straighten that 
ditch that winds through the fields making 
so mauy short furrows and “bouts” in culti­ 
vating corn. A few hours or a day with 
plow and team may save many a day’s work 
next year. Try it. 
The question has been raised as to 
whether it was better to have cow3 “come 
in” every year, or to have them bred once 
in two years, the Rural New Yorker made 
inquiries of a number of dairymen, and 
their testimony is in favor of the former 
plan. 
On damp days the fowls will sometimes 
look sickly and drawn up, showing no dis­ 
position to activity. At such time they 
should receive a warm feeding three times 
a day, into which a little melted tallow 
has been poured. Corn makes good feed­ 
ing on cold, damp days. 
It may not be an easy matter to roast 
corn for large flocks, but for a small num­ 
ber a feed of parched corn or wheat once a 
week, or oftener if convenient, will be an 
excellent change from the ordinary rou­ 
tine. It takes the place of charcoal to a 
limited degree, and is very stimulating. 
Kill weeds on lawns, says a writer, by 
dropping crude carbolic acid right into 
the hearts of the plants. That kills them 
dead to the tips of the roots. That is 
good, but by the time you have gone over 
a very weedy lawn, you will look about 
for some other method or the Rural is 
mistaken. 
At this season of the year the farmer 
should permit his hens to wander over the 
stubble field not yet plowed. Such exer­ 
cise does them much good; too much pen­ 
ning up retards their growth, and they be­ 
come lazy for want of exercise. Like pigs, 
they need a turning into a field or orchard 
for a romp. 
An English dairy writer says: Dairy 
work has made such gigantic strides for­ 
ward within the last ten years, and there 
have been so many wonderful discoveries 
and inventions in this department, 
that we may not now be surprised at 
anything, but may yet eclipse Edison and 
his electric marvels before many years. 
Farmers’ muttons may and should be 
the best in the world, says the Orange 
County Farmer. As soon as the sheep’s 
head is cut off hang up the carcass at once, 
slit a small hole high up between the hind 
legs, insert funnel, and pour in cold water 
—all the body will hold. This will pre­ 
vent the “sheepy tuate.” 
Sheep often are troubled with tape­ 
worm. Watch the excrement, and you 
will find segments of the worm, when it 
exists. The remedy is to have the animal 
fast for twelve hours, and then give tur­ 
pentine, arnica root and linseed oil—half­ 
ounce of the first, a dram of the second 
and four ounces of the third in six ounces 
of water. 
Stagnant water, savs the Lite Stock Indi­ 
cator, is injurious to all kinds of fruit trees 
or plants, and during the winter especially 
it is often the case that serious injury is 
done them by allowing water to stand 
around them and freeze. In many cases a 
little work at the right time would easily 
avoid this. In setting trees in the fall see 
that good drainage is given. 
A strange and fatal epidemic among 
hogs prevails in the central part of Mar­ 
shall county, Iowa, and is carrying off 
large numbers of the animals. The symp­ 
toms resemble those of typhoid fever in 
the human being, and the animals some­ 
times linger for many days, finally perish- 
iug of starvation as much as anything else, 
for they will eat nothing. No remedy can 
be found. 
Never fasten the nests to the walls. No 
poultry house can be kept clear of lice as 
long as the nests remain in a position that 
prevents their being thoroughly cleaned, 
and to do this properly they should be 
taken outside of the house. The nests are 
the harboring places of lice, and need over­ 
haul iug oftener than anything else in the 
poultry house. Ordinary soap and candle 
boxes make the best uest boxes.—Mirror. 
In storing fruit or vegetables in the 
cellar, says an exchange, the better plan is 
to have boxes or bins, and arrange them so 
that they will be raised two or three 
inches above the bottom and the same dis­ 
tance from the wall. This gives a cold 
air space all around them, and will add 
materially in keeping at a more even 
temperature, while at the same time the 
risk of injury by frost is considerably les­ 
sened. 
A new departure in dairy instruction 
has been taken by the Victorian (Austra­ 
lia) Department of Agriculture, says 
Hoards Dairyman. A stafl of teachers, 
with all the implements of butter and 
cheese-making, travel from place to place. 
At each place a course of several days’ in­ 
struction in the best and latest methods of 
dairying is gone through, all that is re­ 
quired of the farmers being a supply of 
milk and cream for the purpose of demon­ 
stration. 
An English exchange says in some parts 
of South America a contrivance to sup­ 
plant the “decoy” wether in yarding sheep 
at the shearing shed has been adopted, 
and with apparent success. A large mir­ 
ror is fixed at the end of the lane. The 
sheep, seeing themselves reflected in 
this, march straight up to it. The mirror 
has to be of strong plate glass, and even 
then it is questionable whether it would 
withstand the butting of a pugilistic old 
ram The idea seems very feasible, and 
might prove effective in trucking sheep. 


“ MíRIOK’S ” SEA FISHIHG. 


HOW ¿ SACRAMENTO LAST ENJOYS 
THAT DELIGHTFUL SPOET. 


She is a Good Sailor (When She Tells 
the fetory), and Never 
Gets Sick. 


A Sacramento lady writing to Forest and 
Stream, under the norn de plume of “Ma­ 
rion,” gives the following interesting 
account of her experience: 
Although a woman, I am a constant 
reader of Forest and Stream, and as such I 
trust you will permit me to tell my “fish 
story.” My husband is quite a sportsman, 
and I, a very apt pupil, am fast becoming 
one myself, and in no way do I take so 
much real, genuine pleasure as in hunting 
and fishing with my husband. We often 
drive to the country early in the morning 
and spend the day very pleasantly either 
dove-shooting or fishing, and never return 
without plenty of game, and frequently 
we supply our neighbors as well as our­ 
selves. 
While spending the month of August at 
Santa Cruz, Cab, we th ught it would be a 
novelty to try our luck at salt-water Ash­ 
ing for the first time in our lives. (But 
we sincerely hope it will not be the last.) 
We were informed that few tourists dared 
to venture, on account of seasickness; but 
this only made ns the more determined to 
go. My husband felt quite certain that I 
would be seasick, and equally sure that 
he would not be; while I was secretly 
praying that he might be the unfortunate 
one, that 1 might laugh at him. 
We secured the services of an old Span­ 
iard, who promised to take us out four or 
five miles to sea for §1 apiece, with no 
extra charge in case of sickness, and the 
next morning at 7 o’clock we were at the 
wharf. Finding the little boat waiting for 
us, we were soon snugly stowed on board 
and moving out to sea. The fisherman oc­ 
cupied a seat near the bow, where he could 
mauage the oars. I was assigned to the 
stern, while my lord and master was sit­ 
uated directly in front of me with his back 
toward me. This, I think, was a scheme 
on his part that I might be convenient to 
hold his head in case of sickness. Our 
genial landlady bad kindly provided us a 
basket of lunch, consisting of pie, cake and 
ham sandwiches, and I had supplied 
grapes, plums and peaches, so we were not 
afraid of going hungry. Our fisherman 
had provided a can of mussel worms for 
catching smelts, which we were obliged to 
have for bait before we ventured outside 
the bay; and we rowed to the smelt 
grounds first. This is an immense field of 
sea-weed, situated about one mile from the 
wharf, and within the Bay of Montery. 
We were not long in getting our tackle 
in shape, and were soon trolling for the 
little shiners. Of course I had to call 
upon my husband to bait my hook, as it 
was entirely out of the question for me to 
take one of those wiggling little worms in 
my fingers; and he growled (as husbands 
always do, but lovers never) all the time 
while doing it, but he looked sorry when 
I carried off all the honors by landing four 
beautiful little fish, while he never had a 
bite, and as our fisherman assured ns that 
these would be sufficient for our day’s fish­ 
ing. we took in our lines and started sea­ 
ward. 
The water within the bay was as smooth 
as a woodland lake, and a heavy fog pre­ 
vailed, so that our range of vision was de­ 
cidedly limited, and had the peculiar 
effect of making a small fisherman’s boat 
containing a solitary fisherman appear al­ 
most as large as an ocean steamer. Our 
basket of lunch was now brought into 
requisition, and we enjoyed a sumptuous 
repast, which we thought to be a fortifica­ 
tion against the sickness of the sea. 
Two miles from the wharf we passed the 
fog-horn, which was somewhat of a curios­ 
ity to us, as we had never seen one of the 
kind before. It is of boiler iron and fun­ 
nel-shaped, with the small end upward 
and the large end resting upon the water, 
being so arranged that the action of the 
waves forces a current of air upward 
through it, and blows the immense whistle 
which is secured at the top. The anchor 
which holds it in place is said to weigh 
4,000 pounds. The mournful moan of the 
whistle had a melancholy sound, which 
made us feel that it was a lonely living 
thing, grieving, like many a human being, 
for a companionship never to be found. 
Alone it stands two mile6 from the wharf, 
and performs its noble duty of guiding ves­ 
sels as they come and go. I may be fool­ 
ish, but I can never recall our visit to the 
old fog-horn without a feeling of sadness; 
for in comparison with human life, it 
seems to me if all were to give vent to 
their feelings when buffeted by the cruel 
waves of life, we would not be compelled 
to go out to sea to find fog-horns, but we 
would find them standing as lonely senti­ 
nels all over our land. 
As we proceeded the waves grew larger, 
and our little boat rose and fell with aH 
the ease and grace of a little bird. This 
was my first trip in a small boat, and I was 
perfectly delighted; the sensation was 
grand, and it seemed to me I could sit 
there and rock forever. But ere long we 
reached rock bottom and our boat was an­ 
chored and we went to work. This time I 
was independent, for our smelts were 
dressed and cut into convenient pieces for 
bait and I could feed my own hooks. Our 
lines were 100 feet long and had three 
large hooks. We dropped them 90 feet 
down, when the sinkers told us we had 
reached bottom, and we had but a short 
time to wait, for a decidedly jerky message 
from below proclaimed “a bite.” 
Me 
hauled up our lines simultaneously and 
landed a couple of beautiful red rock-cod 
in the boat. Then we had a lively time 
for a few hours, our fish weighing from two 
to five pounds. Fishing at a depth of 90 
feet is not all play, for when hauling up a 
fish of even three or four pounds one is 
sure he has a whale on his hook. 1\ e fre­ 
quently found fish on two of our hooks 
when we pulled them up. It was such 
hard work for me to pull them through 90 
feet of water that I conclude to hold my 
hooks about 40 feet down and see what the 
result would be, and I was dumb with as­ 
tonishment when I captured an immense 
bluefish. After that 1 caught nearly all 
blues. When they quit biting fast enough 
for us in one place we would row to another 
and try it again; and while the Spaniard 
was hauling in his anchor again, we were 
busy with our lunch, so as to lose no time 
We had the finest fishing day we ever had 
in our lives, until at 12 o'clock the sea be­ 
gan to foil, the wind to rise and the white 
caps to snap around us. Then_ our fisher­ 
man declared his immediate inteution of 
hoisting sail and skipping out for shore. 
My heart sank within me, and I begged 
him to wait until I caught just one more; 
but, man-like, he insisted on leaving at 
once, and my line had to be wound up; 
nevertheless it was the last one pulled in. 
My hands were swollen and red from the 
salt water and sharp lines, but I had not 
noticed them before. We were so intent 
on fishing that neither of us were a parti­ 
cle seasick, and we finished up our lunch, 
fruit and all, on our homeward voyage. 
We marched up to our hotel feeling so 
proud with all the beautiful fish we both 
could carry in a handle basket between us. 
But.O! the cruelty of the guests. They 
one and all shouted’: “Where’d you buy 
’em.” 
During our stay at Santa Cruz we made

The American visitor who for the first 
time looks at the building where the 
“Thunderer” is printed, says a London 
correspondent of the Jsew Orleans Times- 
Democrat, is impressed with the solidity of 
its character. It is typical of the great 
newspaper that has often been called the 
“Jupiter” of the press. From time imme­ 
morial, or at least from time so far back 
that the present generation was in its 
swaddling clothes, the “Thunderer” has ex­ 
erted more influence than any newspaper 
ever published. 
It has had its ups 
and downs; its season of prosperity and 
failure. Kings and queens have bowed 
before it, and even the “Little Old 
Lady of Threadneedle Street” has on 
more than one occasion been compelled 
to sue for mercy at its doors. Ministers 
have cajoled and petted it. They have 
snapped their fiogers at it in turn and 
pretended to care nothing for its utter­ 
ances. It has made and unmade more 
men than any other newspaper in the 
world, and wherever the English language 
is spoken or in whatever land the English­ 
man finds his home, the Times is revered 
as one of the institutions of Great Britain, 
and among the rural population is held iu 
as much respect and veneration as West­ 
minster Abbey or the Tower of London. 
Armed with a letter from John C. Mac­ 
donald, the publisher of the Times, we pre­ 
sent ourselves at the door of the office at 9 
o’clock in the evening. The chunky little 
Englishman who stands guard at the in­ 
side door reads the letter carefully, rings 
an electric bell, and in a few minutes the 
junior clerk from the publication office 
leads the way to an inspection of the 
building, and explains the manner of get­ 
ting out an issue of the great newspaper. 
We are first shown into the publication 
office, a big, roomy place, only dimly 
lighted now, and where a thousand clerks 
are busy receiving advertisements. Mr. 
Macdonald’s office is vacant. He has gone 
home for the night. One of his numerous 
assistants is taking things easy in an ad­ 
joining office. 
THE EDITORIAL ROOMS. 
The editorial room is cut up into vari­ 
ous little offices, where the editoiial 
writers and the various subordinate edit­ 
ors, reviewers, corresj>ondents and report­ 
ers do their work. 
This floor is devoted 
exclusively to the editors and writers who 
are not intimately connected with the 
news service. It is a cheerful apartment 
to work in. 
Electricity throws a flood of 
light in all corners. 
At one side of the 
big apartment is a comfortably furnished 
council room, in which theie is a big 
table, plenty of chairs, a book-case, some 
files of newspapers, and the walls are dec­ 
orated with valuable engravings and etch­ 
ings. It is in this room that Mr. Walter 
and Mr. Macdonald meet the chiefs of 
staff’and consult with them upon various 
matters relating to the paper. 
The floor above is the most interesting. 
It is the composing-room. 
It is lighted 
with electric lamps, and there is an 
abundance of room, even for the small 
army of men who are employed there. 
Opening out of the composing-room is 
the news-room. 
Here there are quiet 
offices, where the parliamentary reporters 
are received, and where the local news is 
edited, and adjoining is the special tele- 
graph-room, with wires running direct to 
Paris, Berlin, Vienna, St. Petersburg and 
many parts of England, Ireland and Scot­ 
land. 
PARLIAMENTARY REPORTS. 
There are a dozen or more telephones in 
a connecting room, and these the parlia­ 
mentary and news reporters use with great 
freedom. Indeed, I was surprised to see 
that the telephone has been more gener­ 
ally brought into use by the English than 
American newspapers. During the ses­ 
sions of Parliament all the night reports 
are sent to the office through this medium. 
A stenographer sits at the table just below 
the telephone transmitter and takes the 
notes as spoken from the Times reporter in 
the Commons. There are a score or more 
of these reporters who take turns at receiv­ 
ing reports. Instead of transcribing them 
as we do in America, they are taken in 
turn to men who operate type-setting ma­ 
chines and are read off’ to them as the ma­ 
chine reels out the type, set and ready to 
go into the form. The telephone is used 
to facilitate the work of getting out the 
Parliamentary report. But to prevent er­ 
rors the reporters in the Commons take 
their notes as fully as usual and repair to 
the office after adjournment, where they 
read the proof, not from the messages sent 
over the telephone wires, but from their 
note-books. This checking system pre­ 
vents errors of dictation. By the side of 
the room where the special wires are is 
another type-setting machine, and the 
Paris letter of M. de Blowitz is put into 
type hot from the wire. These type-set­ 
ting machines are quite a feature of the 
Times office. There are perhajts a dozen 
of them in use. The foreman of the com­ 
posing-room told me that they would set 
up from five to seven columns of matter in 
a night. 
SPECIAL WIRES. 
One man is in charge of all the special 
wires, and he has a wire in direct commu­ 
nication with Reuter’s office. Without any 
flattery, it may be said that this man can, 
at a half hour’s notice, place himself in 
communication with any part of the globe 
where the telegraph reaches, and it is no 
unusual thing for him to receive through 
Reuter’s agency dispatches from the inte­ 
rior of India, from China, Japan, Canada 
and America, as well as from continental 
Europe in one night. 
_ 
There are employed in the composing- 
room of the Times 80 men. Not all of 
them are used iu setting type: a large force 
is required to classify the small advertise 
ments that form so important a feature of 
that newspaper. Some of these are paid 
by the day, some by the week and some by 
the piece,*and they all makegood wages. I 
asked the voung man who was showing me 
over the building about the editorial force. 
He said that the Times had nearly 100 men 
in London on its pay roll. These furnish 
editorials, reviews, reports of all kinds and 
do special work. Its number of foreign 
correspondents, he said, was so large that 
he could not tell the number except by a 
reference to the books in the business 
office. 
CORRESPONDENCE. 
“And you may rest assured,” he said 
“that the Times’ has a correspondent in 
everv city of importance in continental 
Europe. These men are in communica­ 
tion with the office and receive instructions 
regularly. It often happens that they are 
not required to send dispatches, because 
the news may not warrant it; they for­ 
ward letters to the office once or twice a 
week, and are in such perfect.discipline 
and so well know what the Times wants 
that thev never make the mistake of flood­ 
ing the" office with unimportant matter. 
Some of them are paid salaries, others are 
paid for what matter is used. 
“In Great Britain it is different. Every 
telegraph operator is in the Times' service. 
He understands that we will pay more for 
news than any other paper in London, 
and we always have first choice of any­ 
thing that is going on. In all of the big 
cities of the kingdom we have regular cor 
respondents. These are paid by the week 
or month. At a rough guess I should say 
that the correspondents of the Times 


news pages follow as quickly as the type 
can be set and put into the forms. The 
stereotyping-rcom is a wonderful affair, 
and it ’is on record that, by its own system, 
the Times can make twelve plates in as 
many minutes. It has all the modern ap­ 
pliances, and like every department of the 
paper, owns several conveniences not 
known of or used by competitors. 
In the pressroom, which, like all other 
departments of the paper, is big and 
roomy, there are a dozen Walter printing 
presses, capable of printing anywhere 
from 20,000 to 40,000 copies an hour of 
the Times. Not all of these presses are 
used, but they are kept iu case of acci­ 
dents. 
In another building complete 
fonts of type and presses are also kept in 
case of fire or other disaster, so that no 
matter what h a p p e n s the Times will not 
be incommoded or compelled to lose an 
issue. 
By 3:30 o’clock all the forms are in the 
stereotyping room, the plates are made 
and a few minutes before 4 the great 
presses are started and the doors of the 
distributing department are thrown open 
to the agents of W. H. Smith A Sons, who 
are the chief distributers of the paper. 
There are crowds of porters, carters and 
news-venders waiting their turn, and in 
half an hour are carrying into the streets 
great bundles of the leading English news­ 
paper. By 5 o’clock every train running 
out of London has its stock of papers, and 
before noon you can purchase the Times 
in any part of the Kingdom that is at ail 
accessible, iu Paris, aud by the next morn­ 
ing there is not a place of importance in 
continental Europe where the limes is 
not on sale. 
EVERYTHING ON THE SPOT. 
What is the most surprising of all about 
this most marvelous newspaper is that 
everything that is used in making it is 
made on the spot, except the paper. The 
Times office is a vast machine shop and 
factory. The Walter machines, named in 
honor of Mr. Walter, their inventor, are 
made here. 
The type-setting machines 
are made here. 
All the appliances used in the compos­ 
ing-room and the stereotyping-room are 
made here; even the type is made on the 
spot, and the electricity that lights up the 
great building is furnished from the lab­ 
oratory on the premises. The whole of 
the new building which the Times now 
occupies, aud which was designed and 
built by Mr. Walter and Mr. Macdonald 
without the aid of architects or contract­ 
ors, may be said to be convenient and the 
most commodious newspaper building in 
the world. The very bricks used in con­ 
structing the building were made on Mr. 
Walter’s estate and brought to London by 
his own people. 
ENTERPRISE. 
There is no invention that promises to 
aid in the making of a great newspaper 
that Mr. Walter and Mr. McDonald are 
not willing to try, and, if found feasible, 
buy outright and use in their establish­ 
ment. Walter and MacDonald are the 
only two men besides Blowitz who have 
any personality outside of the Times' office. 
The others are known as good journalists, 
and are well paid for their services, but 
anonymity has long been one of the feat­ 
ures of the “Thunderer,” and it is only on 
rare occasions that even a great man is 
allowed to sign his article in the Times. 
That there are great men writing for the 
paper is no secret. 
Giants of politics, of war, of commerce 
and of literature are always glad to be 
requested” by the Times to prepare arti­ 
cles on any given subject, and the recom­ 
pense is always worthy of the great news­ 
paper. One hears a great deal about the 
financial oondition of the Times just now. 
“It has had a black eye,” says one. “It is 
making money,” says another. It is all idle 
speculation; nobody but Macdonald and 
Walter know the real condition of affairs. 
The denizens of Fleet street say that the 
paper has a circulation of about 80,000 
copies a day. I fancy this is a maximum 
figure. Its income, Í am certain, from all 
that I can learn, is in the neighborhood 
of 81,000,000 a year. Thirty years ago 
the management of the Times boasted in 
an editorial article that its gross income 
was equal to that of the most flourishing 
of the German principalities. It may 
have had a temporary check since the 
miserable I’iggott fiasco, but its income is 
still something enormous, -and it will con­ 
tinue to be so, for the Times is still the 
Bible in tens of thousands of English homes

The work first appeared in Denmark some 
eighteen years ago. Its author is not named 
on the title page, but it is ascertained that 
it was written by Waldeman Adolf Thi9ted, 
who was bom in Aarhuus, Denmark, in 
1815. He was a parson of the State Church 
in Timmerup, and was a fruitful writer of 
travels, biographies and dramatic works. 
He was noted in his native land for the 
loveliness and picturesqueness of his de­ 
scriptive writings and for his wonderfully 
fertile imagination. His dramatic works 
are cha'acterized by poetic beauty. His 
literary style ranks.in Denmark as of the 
best order of literary elegance. “Letters 
from Hell” created a great sensation in 
Europe, and have been translated into 
many tongues. 
The volume before 
us is a very superior translation from 
the German. 
George MacDonald, the 
well-known literary light introduces the 
work by an extended preface and criticism. 
He says : “The book has a fearful title, and 
is far more fearful than its title, but if it 
helps to turn any away from that which 
alone is really horrible, the doing of un­ 
righteousness. it will prove itself the out­ 
come of a divine energy of deliverance.” 
For brilliancy of imagination it will raDk 
with De Quincey’s “Confessions of an 
Opium Eater.” There is nothing flippant 
in the book; on the contrary, it is pro­ 
foundly deeply sober; at the same time 
it is fascinating and chains the at­ 
tention of the reader, as does a 
masterly romance.

there is vast accumulation of wealth in 
the hands of men who are not mentally 
equal to the task of wise philanthropic 
giving. While the gospel of wealth Mr. 
Carnegie preaches is the echo of the words 
of Christ, “Sell all thou hast and give to 
the ¡loor,” only the few listen to it. There 
are thousands upon thousands of men and 
women, not millionaires perhaps, but who 
have much surplus wealth, who do nothing 
with it but to cultivate its reproductive 
power, with not a single thought for the 
communities in which they reside, and the 
people among whom they have accquired 
their possessions. The great philanthro­ 
pists of wealth in fact are very few, when 
compared to the many who are able but 
give not at all.

DISPOSAL OF SURPLUS WEALTH. 
In the North American Renew Andrew 
Carnegie, the well-known capitalist, treat- 
of the best fields for the distribution of 
surplus wealth in philanthropic labors. 
There really is, he declares, but one right 
mode of using enormous fortunes; the dis­ 
bursement of them by their possessors in 
their lifetime, so as to promote the general 
good of the communities from which they 
are gathered. This is assuredly a broad 
and comprehensive mode, and in this 
judgment of Mr. Carnegie the thinking 
world will accord. 
It seems to such of us as have not wealth 
that if we were so possessed, the satisfac­ 
tion from its use would be greatest in that 
direction. The poor man, as a rule, can­ 
not understand the pleasure of hoarding 
wealth; on the contrary the dream of every 
poor man, and in which they ail indulge 
from time to time, is the good he could do 
with an unlimited purse. There are those 
so grossly selfish as to first revel in the 
fancy of the gratification of bodily desires 
and the satisfaction of the appetites and 
selfish aspirations; but we take it that 
even with these there enters into the 
dream of wealth something of tender re­ 
gard for others needing help. 
But to return to Mr. Carnegie. Im­ 
pulsive and careless giving, such as is 
most indiscriminate charity, meets with 
his unqualified disapproval. In fact he 
looks upon indiscriminate alms-giving as 
the chief obstacle in the way of the true 
philanthropist. We must agree with him 
also that the miser who hoards his wealth 
is less injurious to society than he who 
squanders his surplus unwisely among his 
fellow men, even if it is done under the 
cover of the mantle of charity. The found­ 
ing of a university he holds to be a legiti­ 
mate and first mode, and the example of 
Governor Stanford is cited as one to be 
envied, and that will heap honors upon 
his name for ages. The example of James 
Lick in providing the great observatory is 
also approved by the Pennsylvania mill­ 
ionaire, as are the endowments made by 
Peter Cooper, Hopkins, Cornell, Packer 
and a long list of others who have given of 
their wealth to forward the cause of edu­ 
cation. 
Second upon the list of best modes for 
aiding a community with gifts he places 
the establishment of free libraries, but he 
would have all communities accepting these 
gifts bound to maintain such institutions. 
The Pratt Library of Baltimore he esteems 
the best ordered and most wisely bestowed 
of any founded by wealth. Mr. Pratt gave 
the city §1,000,000 for the purpose, but 
required it to pay 5 per cent, per annum 
for tbe maintenance and development of 
the work. From that library last year no 
less than 430,217 volumes were distributed. 
The readers of the library, says Mr. Car­ 
negie, are of more value to Baltimore, 
and to the country, than all the inert, lazy 
and hopelessly poor in the nation. Pratt 
not only gave his money, but he devoted 
himself to advising its use and counseling 
concerning the administration and stocking 
of the library, and it is officially recog­ 
nized that he has done as much good by 
that devotion as by his giving. 
The founding of hospitals, medical col­ 
leges, laboratories, etc., he places as the 
third best mode of disposing of surplus 
wealth. Vanderbilt’s laboratory for Colum­ 
bia College is instanced as an example. 
Osborne’s Training School for Female 
Nurses is given as another instance of this 
order. In the fourth rank of benefactions 
he classes the giving of public parks, and 
along with it the aid given to art collec­ 
tions, conservatories, art schools, museums 
and public gardens. Providing halls for 
towns and cities for public use he places 
fifth in the order of merit, and establishing 
swimming baths comes next on the roll of 
honor he makes up for rich men when 
thev begin to understand that the best 
distribution of wealth is by him who is 
executor of his own estate. Building 
churches he puts seventh and last in his 
general classification of modes. 
But besides these there are, as he well 
remarks, a multitude of other avenues 
open to the millionaire for the bettering 
of conditions in his own day by the wise 
use of surplus wealth. 
But while the 
world will agree with Mr. Carnegie that 
the best administration of wealth is that 
of its owner in his lifetime, it is a fact not 
to be denied, but to be lamented, that 


BALLOT REFORM TESTIMONY. 
Senator Saxton of New York, the author 
of the reform ballot bill in the Legislature 
of that State, in tbe North American Review 
explains just what his bill was that Gov­ 
ernor Hill vetoed. In brief, it provided 
lor the printing of the ballots by the 
county and their official delivery to the 
voter. That each ballot should contain 
the names for all the candidates nominated 
for a particular office, and lastly, that the 
voter while preparing his ballot should be 
shielded from observation. But separate 
ballots were required for classes of officers 
to be elected, in this way Mr. Saxton hop­ 
ing to escape what he calls the blanket 
ticket. But wherein there is a gain 
in the multiplicity of tickets, we fail to 
see. Why is the blanket ticket objection­ 
able so long as the voter can read it—and in 
truth no other class should vote—and so 
long as he is given time sufficient to do so, 
and to indicate for whom he wishes to 
vote? Is it not his right in fact to have 
all the candidates’ names before him at one 
time? Otherwise Mr. Saxton’s bill was a 
good one; it did not, however, go to suf­ 
ficient length. For it should have re­ 
quired such registration of the ballots in 
advance of delivery that the introduction 
of an unofficial ballot would be impossible. 
The Saxton bill ími-t be considered de­ 
fective also in tbis that it provided for the 
printing of the ballots by the County 
Clerks instead of the Secretary of Slate. 
By that regulation the risk of fraud and 
corruption and error was increased by just 
tbe number of Countv Clerks in the State. 
Governor Ames of Massachusetts, side 
by side with Senator Sexton, tells U3 of 
the operation of the reform ballot law in 
bis State. He declares that the trial of it 
in 1889 was a complete success, and 
that no repeal of it would be possible. 
Under that law the State prints all the 
ballots, and therefore the injustice that 
was common when the political commit­ 
tees furnished them, and the extortion 
they inflicted upon candidates, was elim. 
inated wholly. All nominations there 
must be made and registered fourteen days 
before election day. He states that one of 
the most agreeable features of the law is 
the abolition of ticket peddlers at the 
polls, a change that all ¡icople, irrespective 
of party applaud. The “striker” and 
“heeler” were conspicuous by their ab­ 
sence at the Massachusetts election, and 
the approaches to the voting booths were 
cleared and free to the voters without any 
of the pushing, crowding and friction of 
the past. It was found, also, that the new 
system was the best test made of tbe abil­ 
ity of the voters to read aud write, 
and that there was no deprivation of any 
right assured to any elector. The count­ 
ing was done rapidly, developed no com­ 
plications and gave rise to no contests. 
Governor Bukeley, in the same maga­ 
zine in which the papers of the other two 
appear, briefly states his experience under 
the new Connecticut law. It is the most 
imperfect of all tbe new election statutes. 
There tbe State did not print tbe ballots, but 
no political agents were allowed to use any 
ballots except printed on official paper and 
in the type and style prescribed by the law, 
thus copying the California system. So, 
too, a space one hundred feet about the 
polls was kept clear and the voter went to 
the ballot-box alone. The State, however, 
furnished an envelope in which all ballots 
had to be sealed before deposit. Booths 
were also provided into which the voter 
could retire, prepare his ballot and seal it. 
Imperfect as is this law, it worked well, 
but tbe Governor declines to express an 
opinion concerning it until a general State 
election is held, when it will be tested 
fully. It is clear, however, from the Gov­ 
ernor's letter, that he was pleased with the 
operation of the law, is aware of its de­ 
fects, and entertains high hopes of it when 
its weakness shall have been remedied. Of 
this we may all rest assured; ballot re­ 
form has come to stay, and it will not be 
long before it is in operation in every other 
State in tbe Union. For it is but a pace 
that is keeping society abreast with all 
other material progress. The only value 
the elective franchise has is it secrecy and 
unless that is assured it will cense to rep­ 
resent the opinion of the elector, and 
when that comes fully to pass the republic 
will be one in name only. 
JEFFERSON DAVIS. 
If there is virtue in loyalty to error, 
then there would be some cause for la­ 
menting the death of Jefferson Davis. But 
we do not conceive that any who have held 
Davis chargeable with the great wrong of 
the age can be guilty of the insincerity, 
now that he is dead, of counterfeiting 
mourning over his remains. Had Jeffer­ 
son Davis, like some other great leaders of 
the rebellion, shown a willingness to ac­ 
cept the conditions of its fate, and the 
results of its outcome, he would have gone 
down to his grave with something of the 
respect that nations pay to ability and 
high intellectual qualities. But Davis 
never gave place in his heart to the for­ 
giving spirit after the war. He was so 
embittered by its results that he remained 
a source ef discontent and a leaven of dis­ 
loyalty. Had the nation visited upon him 
the penalty of treason, he might have been 
politically canonized by the people he 
served. It was the part of wisdom to let 
him live. 
If we could set aside, however, these 
considerations and draw the curtain over 
the great error of his life, we could find 
for commendation and admiration much in 
his statesmanship, his mental strength and 
his intellectual worth, in the service he 
gave the nation in early life, in the ability 
he -manifested under the imposition of 
great offices, in the uprightness of his pri­ 


va e career, and the affection he won in 
the domestic circle. But the memory of 
Jefferson Davis will not be cherished by 
the American nation. It is willing to for­ 
give, but it is im¡K)ssible and undesirable 
to forget. Such recollection of him as will 
linger in the national heart can take at 
best but the form of regret that a man so 
gifted, and who had been by his country so 
highly honored aud trusted, should have 
given to the world the most signal exam­ 
ple of ingratitude, and that even after the 
fate of a war he was chiefly instrumental 
in inaugurating, had settled the issue of 
the contention, he should have cherished 
toward the Union he sought to dissever 
such bitterness of feeling. To say that 
now he is dead the grave should forever 
mantle his error, is to do injustice to pos­ 
terity and to outrage history. Jeftersou 
Davis challenged the spirit of Unionism 
and fell in the contest. He refused to ac­ 
cept the arbitrament of destiny, and went 
to bis grave asking no pity and seeking 
no forgiveness. His example must stand 
before tbe world for all time upon its 
merits, and the grave cannot swallow it 
u p -

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 
The Century magazine has come to the 
front, vigorously, as the champion of civil 
service reform. It points out that many 
politicians have thrown off the mask and 
are now the open and pronounced oppo­ 
nents of the reform. There are still others 
in whom the selfish interest predominates 
over love of country and clean government; 
who are the secret enemies of the reforma­ 
tion of the service, and these are by far 
tbe more dangerous enemies with which 
to contend. The editor of the Century be­ 
lieves that the best means of advancing 
the reform is to promote general discussion 
of the subject, since the truth can always 
afford debate, while error will fall in the 
midst of it. The Century adds: 
1 he stupid cant of the spoilsmen about the es­ 
tablishment ol “an office-holding aristocracy'' 
needs to be expos:ed, and the fact made plain 
that the merit sjstem is the only method of dis­ 
tributing appointive offices upon purely demo­ 
cratic principles The managers of the party 
machiue constitute, in iaet, an office-holding 
“trust” o r”combine,” which generally manages 
to monopolize the offices and to shut out ai! 
those who do not belong to their clique. No 
one can hope for an office who has not in some 
way proved himself subservient to them. 
It is undoubtedly true, as our contempo­ 
rary says, that the great majority of intel­ 
ligent, self-respecting, industrious young 
men of the day have no more prospect of 
obtaining office under the spoils system, 
than if they were inhabitants of some 
other planet. Character and ability, not 
the favor of the local lxiss or of the Con­ 
gressman of the district, should be the 
passport to service under the Government. 
THE IRONY OF FATE. 
A soldier lay dying, and lamenting not 
that he was to die, but that after having 
braved the storms of many battles ; after 
suffering in prison, burning in fever 
trenches, quivering under the surgeon’s 
knife, storming up breastworks bristling 
with bayonets and lances, and braving 
death in many gallant charges, be should 
at the last come to the end by the bite of a 
gnat. 
Something of the reproach of 
fate he voiced may be entertained by tbe 
friends of the unfortunate Emin Pasha, 
the devoted Dr. Sehnitzier. After ten 
years’ exposure in upper Egypt; after a 
decade of hand to hand fighting with the 
slave-stealers; after suffering in swamp 
and jungle, in prison and hospital; after 
facing—almost courting—death in a hun­ 
dred heroic adventures in equatorial Af­ 
rica, he is rescued from prison and re­ 
turned to civilization only to trip and fall 
from a window and receive wounds that 
presage his death. We shall hope for the 
best, and that the devoted scientist, the 
heroic explorer, the philanthropist and 
scholar, the soldier and humanitarian will 
be spared, that the world may, by honor­ 
ing him with ceremonial, fitly acknowl­ 
edge his eminent services. 
The proposition of Postmaster-Cfeneral 
Wanamaker to have the postal service put 
upon a purely business busis, and to be 
superintended by a competent manager 
engaged for a long term at a good salary, 
has the ring of sound reason and good 
business sense. If the postal service can 
be removed somewhat, if not altogether, 
from the contamination of political strug­ 
gles, it will be all the better for the serv 
ice and the people. So seasonable and 
wise is his advice in this matter that Mr 
Wanamaker’s bitterest enemy, the New 
York Times, feels bound in common justice 
to acknowledge the merit of his recom­ 
mendation, and to say that it ought to 
have and deserves the serious attention of 
Congress.

WHO PULLED TEEM -JEESY COUGHLIN 
OE A BANKER’S CLERK? 


A P h en o m en al Y oung R ille-S h o o ter—T he

Justice Baber’s Court was the center of 
attraction yesterday afternoon, the cause 
thereof being the trial of H . McCormack, 
Jerry Coughlin, Larry H arrigan and W ill­ 
iam Dolan on charges of having assaulted 
Thom as Cippa on the occasion of the m em ­ 
orable hare-chasing episode on the latter's 
ranch last Sunday. The prosecution was 
represented by Deputy District Attorney 
A. J. B runer and E. C. H art, and H iram 
Johnson appeared for the defendants. 
T he first witness called was Cippa him ­ 
self, who testified that his eldest boy came 
to him with blood oozing from his m outh 
and said he had been assaulted by a m em ­ 
ber of a hare-chasing party num bering 
some thirty persons, who were then in w it­ 
ness' field, knocked down nnd his gun 
taken from him . Cippa (el padre) mounted 
a horse, which he said was thirty years old, 
and galloped off to where the "darg ruin” 
we^e assembled. 
He inquired the name 
of the person who assaulted his son, and 
wss im m ediately surrounded by a gang of 
m en who, he said, yelled and acted like 
gorillas. 
H e pointed nut Mr. Coughlin as 
one who leaped up and canght him bv the 
beard with one hand and an arm w ith the 
other, and hnng tu him for three m inutes. 
H e was not struck any blow, however. The 
yelling mob kicked his horse, and the ani­ 
m al (having arrived at a ripe old age, and 
believing discretion the 
better 
part of 
valor,) galloped oil and bore him willingly 
away from his enemies. 
The witness testified rhathi3son told him 
somebody had taken his rifle away and put 
it in a buggy. 
W itness had heard two or 
three 9hots fired before his boy came to 
him and told him of the trouble. He 
identified a num ber of those present in the 
Court room as members of the party that 
had invaded his dom ain. 
H e admitted, on cross-examination, how ­ 
ever, that there was never bdv objection to 
people passing over the road that led 
through his field, as it was a sort of a 
necessary highway for residents in the lo­ 
cality. 


RIFLE SHOOTING EXTRAORDINARY. 
The prosecution then called 
Charles 
Cippa, aged seventeen years. This was the 
youth who, single handed and alone, had 
faced the invading hosts and met w ith de­ 
feat. The young man did not cover him ­ 
self with glory on the witness-stand, as his 
m ental faculties did riot appear to be quite 
ripe. 
It was gleamed from him , however, 
that he was out herding geese with his rifle 
when the party arrived, and ordered them 
off the field. 
They refused to go, saying 
they had a right there. 
W hile parleying 
w ith them a hare jum ped up and oneof the 
dog3 gave chase. 
The witness then related a littie incident 
which, if true, shows th at Carver, Bogardus 
and Frank R-ihstaller have been laboring 
nnder a delusion in imagining that they 
know how to m anipulate a rifle with any­ 
thing like rapidity. T his youth said that 
when the hare had got seventy five yards 
away he began pum ping lead at it from his 
W inchester, and fired six shots at the hare 
before it had gone twenty-five yards farther. 
H e was not dazed a particle when the coun­ 
sel for the defense asked him, 


“ w a s t h e h a k e w a l k i n g ?” 
He replied that it was running its bes* 
lick, and the dog was twenty-five yards in 
its rear. 
If the dog got shot it was a mys­ 
tery to him how it occurred. Ho went on 
to say that a man (Coughlin) came up and 
knocked him down, and that another man 
(whom it was proven was not out of the 
city on that day) took his rifle away from 
him and put it in a buggy. H e pointed out 
the latter person in the Court-room. 
He 
said he was 300 yards off when his father 
was with the crowd, but he saw Coughlin 
catch hold of his father’s beard and tell 
him he was “a miserable creature." 


MORE EXPERT GUNNERY. 
The next witness for the prosecution 
was W illie Cippa, aged twelve years. W illie 
looked to be a great deal brighter than his 
elder brother, although he adm itted that he 
did not know of any punishm ent for people 
that did not tell the truth. 
W illie, how­ 
ever, was quick-spoken and frank. 
He 
said at first that his brother fired six shots 
at the hare, but later on adm itted that be 
first bad the rifle and fired two of the six 
shots at the fleet-footed game, when be 
passed the gun over to his brother, who 
fired the remaining four shots, and ait 
while the hare was running those twenty- 
five yard3! 
Aside from this somewhat startling testi­ 
m ony, W illie was quite lucid in his state­ 
m ent of what occurred, generally corrobor­ 
ating the testim ony of his father and 
brother, even to the iact of a notice being 
posted on the gate through which the party 
entered, warning hunters to keep off the 
grounds. 


a l l d is c h a r g e d b u t o n e . 
Before off'ring any testim ony for the de­ 
fense Mr. Johnson asked ihe Court to dis­ 
miss the charges against all the defendants 
excepting Mr. Coughlin. 
There had been 
no testimony to show that any person 
other than Coughlin had offered the slight­ 
est violence to the elder Cippa, and he 
thought that even Coughlin should be dis­ 
charged. 
Mr. Bruner adm itted that the testim ony 
did not show violence on the part of any 
one but Coughlin, unless it was the young 
m an who took away the boy’s rifle, but as 
the charge was an assault upon the father, 
the prosecution would consent to the dis­ 
missal of the charges against all 
but 
Coughlin. 
The Court then directed their discharge, 
but said that testim ony would be heard as 
to the charge against Coughlin. 


WHAT THE DOG-MEN SAID. 
The defense proceeded with its side of 
the case by calling Fred. Neary, who testi­ 
fied th at he was near by Cippa and Cough­ 
lin during the trouble, r.nd that he did not 
see the latter lay a hand upon Cippa. If he 
had done so, witness thought he would 
have seen it. 
Somebody kicked Cippa’s 
horse on the flank, and he rode away 
Neary said, however, that somebody did 
place his hand on Cippa’s arm , but he was 
not a resident of Sacram ento and was not 
then in the city. 
Patrick Ford testified to about the same 
effect. 
Patrick Nash said the party was passing 
through the Cippa place to grounds further 
on, when young Cippa stopped them . H e 
saw nobody pull the old m an’s beard. He 
had frequently chased hares on the same 
land in years past, and never saw any no­ 
tice posted w arning people awa>. 


a r e p o r t e r ’s n a r r o w e s c a p e . 
W illiam Dolan proved to be somewhat 
loquacious on the witness stand. 
H e said 
be was right close to Cippa’s hor3e during 
t h e controversy, and did not see Coughlin 
touch Cippa.' The defendant could not 
have got close to Cippa without witness 
seeing him . H e did. however, see a a man 
pull Cippa's beard. 
W itness did not know 
his name, but would recognize him if he 
saw him . 
Mr. B runer asked him to describe the 
m an 
to which Mr. Johnson objected, but 
the Court 
held that the witness m ast 
answer. 
. 
Dolan said he was a m an about six feet 
in hight, of dark complexion, 2s or 29 
years" of age, and 
weighed about 190 
pounds. 
H e was well-dressed, and looked 
as if he m ight have been a banker or a 
banker's clerk. H e wore a black Prince 
A lbert suit, a light hat, and his boots were 
custom-m ade and cost »15. 
H e wore an 
overcoat that very m uch resembled th at on 
the back of a gentlem an in the Conrt-room 
(pointing to a newspaper reporter), and 
carried a stick w ith an ivory handle. 
The reporter showed his two-bit wooden- 
handled cam bric um brella, three-dollar bro­ 
gans and hand-me-down coat to prove that 
he was not the m y s te r io u s dude who pulled 
the whiskers of Mr. Cippa. 


WANTED ONE HIM SELF. 
“You’re positive,” asked Mr. H art, “ that 
Coughlin did not assault Mr. Cippa?” 
“ Yes, sir; he couldn’t have done it with 
oat m y knowing it, as the crowd about the 


horse was 
too 
thick for him to get 
throueh.” 
“But how do you know he didn't get near 
enough to do it?” 
“Because,” replied the witness, “I was 
right there, and I was trying m y best to 
get a clip at him myself.” 
Being asked why he was so anxious to 
get a clip at the m an, Dolan answered that 
the oldest boy had threatened to kill him . 


A SLIGHT DISCREPANCY. 
The next witness called was L. W. Ma­ 
honey. This witness said he sat in his 
cart and saw all that transpired. 
Neither 
Coughlin nor anybody else caught Cippa 
by the arm nor pulled his beard. 
W itness 
was looking at Cippa all the tim e and 
would have witnessed the act if it had 
been committed. 
Mr. Dolan m ust have 
had sharper eyes than he if anything of the 
kind occurred. 
In reply to Mr. Bruner's cross-question­ 
ing he sata be could n et swear that some­ 
thing of the kind did not occur, but he did 
not believe it did. 
Several other witnesses testified to the 
same effect, and at 5 o’clock a recess was 
taken till this afternoon at 1 o’clock, when 
counsel will argue the case.

Y esterday's stssion of the Board of Su 
pervisors closed the m onthly meetings. 
T he m em bers were all present. 
The resignation of P. H . Gardner, as 
Viewer of the new road in District No. IS, 
was accepted and on m otion of Mr. Greer, 
J. L. Poriega was appointed to the va­ 
cancy. 
District A ttorney Bruner filed an opinion 
w ith the Board to the effect that the de­ 
m and of Assessor A. L. Frost for the ex­ 
pense of m aking an index to the assess­ 
m ent roll was a legal one. 
R. T. Devlin appeared before the Board 
in behalf of property-ewners along Dry 
Creek and complained that, owing to the 
uncertain condition of the boundary line 
between 
Sacramento 
and San Joaquin 
connties, people were paying taxes in both 
counties. 
Mr. Greer then offered a resolution pro­ 
viding that the Cierk of the Board shall 
comm unicate w ith the Supervisors of San 
Joaquin county relative to sending a sur­ 
veyor from each county to the section 
designated, where the line could be defi­ 
nitely fixed. 
The resolution was adopted on m otion 
of Air. Black.

THAT EXTRA 
TAX. 


W liy th e A ssessor is Now E ngaged in 
• 
M aking th e C ollection. 
As there appears to be considerable m is­ 
understanding concerning the additional 
tax now being collected by Assessor Frost, 
perhaps an explanation may be of interest 
to those who are called upon to pay. The 
taxes on personal property are collected in 
the spring, before the rate of taxation is 
fixed by either the State Board of Equal­ 
ization or the Board of Supervisors of the 
different counties. 
Section 3823 of the Political Code reads : 
The Assessor and Collector are governed 
as to the am ount of taxes to be by him col­ 
lected on personal property by the State 
and county rate of the previous year.” 
Section 3325 of the same code say s: 
“ If 
a sum less than the rate fixed has been col- 
leced, the deficiency m ust be collected as 
other taxes on personal property are col­ 
lected.” 
/ 
After collecting the tax on personal prop 
erty at the rate of the previous year (one 
per cent, in the city and one and a quarter 
per cent, in the county), the State Board 
raised the State rate 21.8 cents, which ac­ 
tion forced the Board of Supervisors to in ­ 
crease the taxes proportionately. 
Conse­ 
quently, on account of the action of the 
State Board, there is a deficiency, which is 
now being collected, of 25 cents on each 
$100 of property. 


WATCH THE 
BRIDGE. 


H erself 
W o o d lan d is R id d in g H erself of H er 
H ost of T ough C h a racters. 
The W oodland police are m aking things 
liveiy in that town for the roughs and dis­ 
reputables. All are being notified to leave 
town and some are being assisted out. 
Every vagrant in the city, w hether his 
parents reside there or not, and every 
opium fiend will receive notice to go, and 
if they refuse will be vigorously prose­ 
cuted. 
Some of the worthless characters 
are said tobe defiant, and have refused to 
leave, bat it is likely that they will be per­ 
suaded not to rem ain. 
It m ight not be amiss to suggest here that 
a cordon of Sacramento police stationed at 
the Yoio bridge would have the effect of 
preventing the exiles trom sw arm ing into 
this city, as they will all no doubt strike a 
bee-line in this'direction. 


W illiam Johnston and George W. H an­ 
cock, of the Commissioners appointed to 
attend the members of the National Grange 
during their sojourn in this S’ate and en­ 
tertain them at the expense of the State, 
returned yesterday from Los Angeles with 
their families, where they parted company 
with their guests on Thursday. 
Mr. Jo h n ­ 
ston was seen by a R e c o r d U n io n reporter 
at the Golden E igle Hotel last eveniDg and 
was asked if the excursions to various parts 
of the State had been enjoyable. 
“They were sim ply spleudid,” he re­ 
plied. 
“Everywhere we went a perfect 
ovation awaited us. 
I will not weary you 
with a detailed description of our journey 
from the tim e we left this city until we 
reached the southern boundary of the State, 
as the telegraphic news agents sent fair ac­ 
counts of what transpired at each place, 
bat it was realiy one grand round of vary­ 
ing surprises and pleasures.” 
“And the visitors seemed to be pleased 
w ith the attentions shown them ?” 
“They could not help being pleased.” re­ 
plied Mr. Jolinstcn. 
“Just think of it— 
they were given a ride of over 2 000 miles, 
free of expense, interspersed with banqnets 
and receptions, and given opportunities to 
view all the points of interest in our State. 
B ut they fully appreciate all that was done 
for their pleasure and entertainm ent, and 
have departed for their Eastern homes 
with goleen opinions of our State and its 
people.”

“How m any of the visitors participated 
in the round of excursions?”

“From your observations while with the 
excursionists, how do yon think they were 
impressed with the agricultural and horti­ 
cultural resources of the State, and what 
section seemed to interest them more than 
another?”

“And yon think their visit here will re­ 
sult in benefit to the State?” 

Even some of the older 
members of the party may be expected to 
return and settle among us, but the chief 
benefit will result from their reports of 
w hat they saw and 
experienced here. 
Younger men will be induced to come to 
California and m ake their homes among 
us, and we shall feel the good effects of the 
Grangers’ visit for m any years to come.” 


RESOLUTIONS OF THASKS. 
Mr. Johnson gave an account of the re­ 
ception given to the excursionists at Coro­

ABSURDLY FALSE. 


A S en satio n al “ F a k t ” A bout tlie S acra­ 
m en to R iver. 
The San Francisco Post of last evening 
contained the following hoax : 
During the recent rainfall the Sacramento 
river has arisen to an alarming extent. The 
river Is now over twencv-one l'eet above the 
high water mark 
A few of the inhabitants are 
getticg nervous, and extra precautions are be­ 
ing taken to prevent a flooding. 
The tremendous rainfall lias filled the riverto 
the tops of the levees in many places, 
a s there 
is yet no sign of the weather clearing, the situa­ 
tion is becoming alarming. 
This will be news to people in this sec­ 
tion of the Slate, who have not had occa­ 
sion to give the subject of floods a thought 
for m any years past. The truth is. the 
Sacramento river is not withiu ten feet of 
the top of its banks along this city, and is 
no higher than it usually is in winter. 
People here do not give the river much 
though unless it reaches twenty-five or 
twenty-six feet, whereas it is now but a 
little over twenty-one feet. The American 
hss not even left its natural banks, beyond 
which there are strong fifteen-foot levees to 
control its surplus waters. 
Of cjurse there are low levees on the west 
side of the Sacramento river over and 
through which the river flows into the 
num erous tule basins every season, but 
nobody pays any attention to that. 
The R ecord U nion publishes the hight 
of the river during heavy storms like the 
present—not as a m atter that is of any in­ 
terest to the people here, but because res - 
dents down along the islands and San 
Franciscans who have interests there de­ 
sire to keep posted, as they sometimes have 
trouble with some of their ievees. In Sac­ 
ram ento and vicinity, however, no thought 
is given to the river at all. 
W here the Post 
g it the information on which to base its ri­ 
diculous statem ent that “the situation is 
becoming alarm ing” is a m ystery to those 
who live here.

received in Newark, N. J., every week. 
They are all tanned in one large establish­ 
ment on Sussex avenue, and are then 
made into fine shoes. 
Australia and New 
Zealand furnish kangaroo hides for the 
world. 
The kangaroos are killed in Aus­ 
tralia, about three hundred miles back 
from the coast, and are shipped from Mel­ 
bourne, Sydney and Newcastle, in Austra­ 
lia, and from Masterton, in New Zealand. 
Up to 1859 the kangaroos were killed 
and eaten in Australia, and their hides 
cut into shoestrings. 
But an English­ 
man, named Brown, in that year discov­ 
ered the remarkable character of 
the 
leather, and brought several thousand 
skins to this country. 
H e tried to sell the 
hides to tanners, but they were shy of the 
novelty, and he had to sell them at a sac­ 
rifice to a book-binder. 
The book-binder 
made triangular corner pieces in ledgers 
and commercial books out of the skins, 
and so ascertained the good quality of the 
leather. 
It was in this way that the large 
leather factories were first attracted to 
kangaroo hide. 
The skin was found to be 
very tenacious, and the compactness of the 
grain prevents its absorbing water, while 
the acids in blacking meet with an almost 
impervious substance. 
It was hard work for years to get the 
kangaroo skins. It was not until the New 
arker, who now tans them, sent agents to 
Australia three years ago, that the demand 
could be supplied. 
The characteristic 
climate of Australia and the pugnacity of 
the kangaroo make hunting the hides dan 
gerous. 
W inter starts in May and ends in 
December in that country. 
The rest of 
the year the heat is intense, the thermom­ 
eter frequently reaching 140°. 
Eight 
men hunt together for kangaroos. 
They 
are called a “set.” 
When brought to bay 
the kangaroo jumps like a flash for a hunt­ 
er’s chest and tries to crush it in with his 
forefeet. 
To prevent this each man wears 
across his breast a two or three-inch thick 
matting. Armed with a spear, with a club 
attachment at the other end, they ride 
upon swift horses into a heid. 
W ith the 
agility and equipoise of circus riders, they 
stand erect upon their horses and use their 
spears and clubs. 
The kangaroo is able to 
jump clear Over a horse. 
As the game is 
bagged it is skinned, and the skin is 
stretched on the ground and pegged down 
to prevent shrinkage. 
The flesh furnishes 
meat for the camp. 
Each man places his 
private mark upon his booty, and when 
they have 100 skins apiece they return to 
civilization. 
There are twenty varieties of kangaroos, 
among them the blue, red wallaby, black 
gray and Forester, the latter furnishing 
the best leather, as it lives mainly in 
wooded sections. When the shipping ports 
are reached the hunters dispose of the 
skins by auction to the highest bidders, 
and receive about seventy cents a pound 
Kangaroo hunters make large profits. One 
man is known to have cleared §4,500 free 
of living expenses in a single year. 
The 
tanning of kangaroo skins is confined to 
men employed by Americans, as other 
dealers cannot afford to pay the high 
prices for the raw material. 
The result is 
that Parisian and,London shoe manufact 
urers buy their stock of kangaroo leather 
directly from Newark, and 
prominent 
dealers in Germany, Greece, Spain and 
even Australia itself, obtain their supplies 
from the same. 
The manufacturer here 
scouts the idea that the original seven 
league boots were made from the skin of 
the great Australian leapers.

HISTORY OF THE FORK. 


H o w I t W a s O rig in a lly U se d —T h e N o b le 
B y z a n tin e 's W ife* 
It seems clear enough, in the light of 
negative evidence, that the few forks in 
eluded in the silverware of the Middle 
Ages were not used as forks are used to­ 
day. 
Since kitchen forks served as spits 
and for holding roasts, it is probable that 
the high-born lords and ladies of those 
times, who appear to have possessed these 
instruments, used their silver forks for 
toasting their bread at the breakfast room 
fire. 
There is some direct evidence that 
they were employed to hold substances 
particularly disagreeable or inconvenient 
to handle, as toasted cheese, which would 
leave an unpleasant smell, or sticky su 
gared dainties ; or soft fruits, the juice of 
which would stain the fingers. 
Only one 
incident is related to the use of the fork in 
the nineteenth century fashion. 
This is 
by a noble lady of Byzantium who had 
married a Doge of Venice, and continued 
in that city to eat after her owu custom, 
cutting her meat very finely up and con 
veving it to her mouth with a two-pronged 
fork. 
The act was regarded in Venice, 
according to Petrius Damianus, as a sign 
of excessive luxury and extreme efiemi 
nacv. 
It suggests a probability that the 
fashion of eating with forks originated at 
the imperial court of Byzantium 
and 
thence extended to the West. 
Some hun­ 
dreds of years had still to pass before it 
could be domiciliated in Europe, for this 
Doge’s Byzantine wife lived in the eleventh 
century, while the fashion of eating with 
forks did not become general till the sev­ 
enteenth centurv.

THE STEAMSHIP CHINA. 


She B eats A ll P revious R ecords From 
Y okoham a. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , December O h.—The new 
steamship China stands now the champion 
steamer in the China trade, having suc­ 
ceeded in lowering the best record ever 
made between Yokohama and San Fran­ 
cisco. On April 30th the Gaelic completed 
the distance in 13 days. 18 hours and 25 
minutes. 
The ran was looked upon as 
marvelous, but it remained for the Oceanic 
to beat it, and on the 11th of last month 
she completed the same distance in 13 days, 
14 hours and 4 minutes, or 4 hours and 21 
minutes quicker than the Gaelic. 
The actual time made by the China on 
her maiden trip from Yokohama was 12 
days, 20 hours and 54 minutes, or 17 hours 
and 10 minutes ahead of the time made by 
the Oceanic. 
As the news of the steamer's coming got 
abroad this morning crowds flocked to the 
water-front to see the vessel pass by. As 
8 he went toward the dock whistles tooted 
and shrieked their welcome, handkerchiefs 
were waved and loud exclamations went 
up from those on the wharves. The steamer 
acknowledged the compliment, and her 
few passengers on board returned the greet­ 
ing with waving of handkerchiefs. 
Arriv­ 
in g at the lock. Captain Seabury was 
warmly congratulated on his successful 
trip and on beating the best record by al­ 
most a day. 
Considering that this is the maiden trip 
of the new steamer and that she had very- 
poor weather, there are many that hold to 
the belief that the steamer can, beyond a 
doubt, accomplish the voyage in twelve 
days. 
The China is 406 feet in length—about 40 
feet longer iban 
the City of Peking; 
breadth of beam. 48 > ? t; depth of hold, 36 
feet. She has four decks and ten water­ 
tight compsrtmems. live of which extend 
to the spar deck. 
When required, she can 
carry 1,000 tons of water as ballast. Her 
cargo capacity is 4 000 tons, and her gross 
measurement is 5 480 tons. The China has 
accommodations for 1,000 steerage and 120 
cabin passengers. She is lighted through­ 
out with electricity, and has all the latest 
appliances for comfort and safety. 
The dining saloon and staterooms are on 
the tnain-deck forward of the machinery, 
the social hall is on the spar-deck, and the 
CapL-.n's room and four staterooms are on 
the hurricane-deck. 
The engines are triple 
expansion; the diameter of the cylinder», 
46.60and 106 inches; the stroke. 6 feet. On 
the trial trip of the China the engines made 
77 revolutions, 
developing 
7,000-horse­ 
power and giving a speed of 19 knots. 
The boilers, returning tubular, double­ 
ended, are six in number. 13 feet 9 inches 
n diameter, made oí 1 3-16 inch steel, and 
are placed three ou a side, with the coal 
bunkers, having a capacity of 1,250 tons, 
between. 
There are 36 furnaces. 
The 
boilers were tested up to 320 pounds, and 
160 pouuds of steam are allowed to be car­ 
ried. 
On a speed of about fifteen knots an 
hour she will consume 70 tons of coal a

RESCUED SAILORS. 


The 
the 
Schooner Ida O verturned Off 
Coast o í Gerónim o Island. 
San P tkc.o, December6th.—Theschooner 
Dirimió, Captain Johnson, arrived this 
morning trom the coast of Lower California 
with three sailors, rescued from the vicinity 
of Gerónimo island. Captain Johnson had 
gone south for a cargo of abalones and fish, 
and being short of provisions made for 
Gerónimo island, expecting to meet the 
schooner Ida from San Diego, and get sup­ 
plies. 
Reaching the island he found a 
sailor, Peter Hommstead, who had been 
left in charge of a quantity of provisions, 
but the Ida was not in sight. After waiting 
three days a rowboat was seen and soon 
picked lip. It contained Captain Joseph 
Jean and two sailors, who were almost 
dead from hunger, thirst and cold. 
Captain Jean says the Ida was caught in 
a heavy gale on November 20th, about 
twenty miles from the island and fifteen 
from land. About 2 o’clock in the afier- 
noon she was overturned, leaving the Cap­ 
tain only a frail skifl in which to escape. 
The Captain and the two men beaded for 
the mainland, which was reached about 
midnight, but the weather prevented them 
from getting within less than a mile of the 
shore. 
The storm abated at night, and the men 
set out to row twenty miles to the island, 
but owing to a heavy fog they missed it 
and drifted nearly twenty-five miles to the 
south. This they accomplished at about 
midnight, completely exhausted, but found 
that the waves were still breaking a mile 
trom the shore, and that it was impossible 
to land. Fortunately after drifting about 
an hour or two they found themselves in a 
bed of kelp and succeeded in making the 
boat fsst. There they remained all night 
and got some needed rest, although chilled 
through. Sailor Fred Selster w as completely 
exhausted, and Captain Jean gave up all 
hope of his surviving. 
“It was the longest night of my life,” said 
the Captain “and we had little hope for the 
morning.” 
Fortunately they found themselves in a 
current running northward, which bore 
them away toward the island. 
They drifted al 1 day and about 4:30 o'clock 
in the afternoon were discovered by Captain 
Johnson of the Dorindo. This was late on 
November 23J and they had been in the 
open boat three days and two nights with­ 
out food or water. They were given all the 
care possible and the Dorindo at once set 
sail for San Diego, which was reached after 
eleven days’ sailing. 
Selster is in a bad condition and was 
taken to the Marine Hospital upon his ar­ 
rival here. 
The Ida was a two-masted schooner which 
has been nsed in the abalone fishing husi- 
ness for about two years, and was owned 
by Captain Jean. 
This is the first disaster 
of the kind reported from the lower coast 
this season. 


YREKA ITEMS. 


A F atal R ide on a Hand-Car—A P ioneer 
Dying. 


Y r e k a , December 6th.—Five men en­ 
gaged in ballasting on the Yreka Railroad 
were returning from work on a hand-car 
at the rate of forty miles an hour on the 
down grade this evening and ran into a 
flat-car on the track in the cut at the head 
of Miner street in this city, and two of them 
are dying from the 
injuries 
received. 
Their names are Frank Joseph and W ill­ 
iam Gordon. The former having the back 
of his head split open, and ihe latter fatally 
injured on the crown of his head. 
The other three jumped off when run­ 
ning over the red signal light forty feet 
ahead of the stationary flat-car. 
One, 
named Thomas Luddv, was severlv hurt 
in the hip. 
Another, 
named Charles 
Parker, was slightly hurt, while the fore­ 
man, Morse, escaped uninjured. 
The men knew the car was stationed in 
the cut to be loaded with gravel from the 
b a D k s, and evidently forgot it until too 
late. The two men killed were riding 
backward and failed to note the signal in 
time. They saw a red light some time be­ 
fore reaching the curve, but thought it was 
hung out in front of a house in Chinatown, 
near the place of the accident.

Despite the heavy storm a good audience, 
but a rather cold one, was in the Metropoli­ 
tan Theater last night to see Blossy Kirai- 
fy’s new spectacle and ballet, Antiope. As 
a play it is worthless; there is scarcely the 
suggestion of a plot, bnt Kiraify laid no 
claim for it as a play, and thus disarmed 
objection. 
Nevertheless, as there are some 
speaking and singing parts, there ought to 
have been something of humor, if not of 
wit, injected into the text, to give the 
auditor some excuse for iistening. As a 
spectacle.it presents some handsome scenes, 
a great display of the female form in silk 
fleshings and drapery, a great deal of rich 
costumery, a good and large ballet, much 
fine grouping and showy marching, and 
some excellent specialties. 
Good dancers, 
as a rult, are not favored with beauty, 
and some 
of Kiralfy’s 
best

to that rule literally. 
But the greater 
number of the ballet are pretty, and nearly 
all are of good form and graceful. 
In fact, 
it is above the average ballet considerably. 
Carmencita. the Sevillian dancer, is a mar­ 
vel of grace and brilliancy in her dances, 
which are full of the passionate and roman- 
ticafcar.don ascribed to her race. 
NoSpan- 
ish dancer at all approaching her in rapid­ 
ity, brilliancy or gracefulness of pose, has 
appeared here. 
Antonio Martinez, another 
Spanish dancer, is excellent support to Car­ 
mencita, and those who know by observa­ 
tion, say that like her, he is true in cos­ 
tume and manner to his native dances. 
Arnold Kiraify, the grotesque dancer, is a 
small whirlwind of caricature in dance, 
il'lle Paris, tbe premiere of the bal­ 
let,

ail that 
she lacks 
in 
personal 
charms 
makes

accurate presentation of the conventional 
French style for the premier. Alice Gilbert, 
the London Gaiety dancer, is very clever, 
graceful and prepossessing.

Helena and Marguerite 
Konradt and Mile. Nicode are also up to a 
good standard as ballet specialists. Taken 
as a whole, therefore, Kiralfy’s ballet—as it 
lias sixteen secondas and eight principals— 
is a strong one. The variety performance 
inttrspersed in the spectacle is superior. 
La Monde, an eccentric wire walker, is ex­ 
cellent; the Tissots. in “Living Marionettes,” 
are novel and witty, and kept the audience 
in excessive laughter. The Pialras, Span­ 
ish athletes, are surprisingly clever. The
